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General  Crop  Report  as  of  April  1,  1939 

Crops  according  to  April  reports  show  a  marked  improvement 
since  last  fall  in  prospects  for  winter  wheat  particularly  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  Great  Plains  area,  generally  favorable  prospects  for 
fruits,  and  somewhat  better  than  average  prospects  for  rye,  pas- 
tures, and  early  potatoes.  Winter  grains  have  come  through  so 
far  with  moderate  winter  losses  and  although  a  part  of  the  acreage 
of  wheat  seeded  last  fall  on  some  farms  will  be  plowed  up  or  pas- 
tured to  comply  with  A.  A.  A.  allotments,  the  total  abandon- 
ment of  winter  wheat  from  all  causes  is  expected  to  be  about 
16  percent,  or  3  points  below  average. 

Good  rains  in  the  Southwest  have  greatly  improved  wheat 
prospects  in  that  area  and  the  United  States  winter  wheat  crop 
to  be  harvested  in  1939  is  now  estimated  at  549,219,000  bushels. 
This  is  64,000,000  bushels  above  prospects  last  fall  and  indicates 
about  an  average  yield  per  acre  sown  and  nearly  average  produc- 
tion. The  winter  rye  is  also  reported  in  better  than  average 
condition  with  a  rather  large  acreage  still  in  prospect. 

An  ample  supply  of  fruit  now  seems  likely  for  1939  although 
production  may  not  be  quite  as  heavy  as  during  the  last  2  years. 
Peaches  were  hurt  by  cold  weather  in  North  and  South  Carolina, 
Georgia,  and  Florida,  but  a  better  than  average  crop  of  Southern 
peaches  still  is  expected.  Freezing  temperatures  on  the  night  of 
April  6  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  northwest 
Arkansas  probably  caused  some  damage  to  the  crop  in  those 
States.  Citrus  fruits  also  appear  promising  although  soil  mois- 
ture has  been  deficient  in  Florida  and  grapefruit  bloom  has  been 
rather  light  to  date. 

In  the  Pacific  Northwest  the  financial  difficulties  of  growers 
have  increased  as  a  result  of  continued  low  prices,  and  some 
marginal  orchards  are  being  neglected;  but  the  main  fruit  belts 
report  good  prospects  so  far.  In  the  Northeast  and  Lake 
Region  it  is  still  rather  early  for  definite  indications  as  to  fruit 
prospects  but  winter  injury  has  been  light  and  general  prospects 
appear  favorable. 

Moisture  conditions  appear  only  moderately  favorable.  The 
winter  rainfall  has  been  considerably  below  normal  in  California 
and  Oregon.  The  winter  and  early  spring  were  also  rather  dry 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Great  Plains  area  and  reserves  of 
subsoil  moisture  there  are  low,  but  the  southern  half  of  the 
Plains  area  appears  to  be  in  much  better  shape.  Fair  supplies 
of  water  for  irrigation,  with  many  local  variations,  are  in  pros- 
pect in  the  West.  In  the  Eastern  States,  where  soil  moisture 
conditions  at  this  season  are  indicative  of  crop  yields  only

when  very  short  or  excessive,  no  unfavorable  developments 
have  so  far  taken  place  over  any  considerable  area. 

As  a  result  of  the  large  supplies  of  hay  and  grain  on  the  farms 
last  fall,  relatively  small  numbers  of  livestock,  and  a  generally 
mild  winter,  the  supply  of  feed  on  the  farms  is  large.  Stocks  of 
feed  grains  on  farms  on  April  1  were  about  as  large  as  in  April 
1933  and  probably  much  laiger  than  in  other  years  since  1921. 
In  proportion  to  the  number  of  grain-consuming  livestock  and 
poultry  on  the  farms,  present  farm  stocks  of  feed  grains  are  prob- 
ably 6  percent  above  last  year  and  14  percent  larger  than  in  any 
of  the  previous  16  years.  The  rate  of  feeding  per  unit  of  live- 
stock appears  to  be  slightly  above  average  but  low  in  proportion 
to  the  volume  of  supplies  available.  The  present  indications  are 
that  supplies  of  feed  grain  on  farms  next  July  will  be  about 
equal  to  the  very  heavy  stocks  of  July  1921. 

Reports  on  pasture  and  ranges  show  their  present  condition 
and  prospects  not  as  good  as  at  this  time  last  year  and  below  the 
pre-drought  average  for  April  1,  but  rather  substantially  better 
than  at  this  season  from  1932  to  1937. 

The  abundance  and  cheapness  of  feed  are  tending  to  increase 
the  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products.  The  number 
of  eggs  laid  on  April  1  per  hundred  hens  on  hand  was  about 
3  percent  below  the  high  record  for  the  date  established  last  year, 
but  the  number  of  hens  is  slightly  larger  and  egg  production  was 
the  highest  for  the  date  since  1930.  An  unusually  rapid  seasonal 
increase  in  milk  production  carried  production  per  cow  to  a  new 
high  record  for  April  1,  and  with  the  number  of  milk  cows 
increasing,  total  milk  production  per  capita  was  also  a  record 
for  the  date. 

As  the  number  of  milk  cows  has  already  begun  to  increase  and 
farmers  in  dairy  sections  are  expected  to  save  a  record  number  of 
heifer  calves  this  spring  the  producing  capacity  of  the  dairy  herds 
seems  likely  to  increase  for  several  years  and  milk  production 
per  capita  is  likely  to  continue  at  a  rather  high  level  until  reduced 
by  a  material  change  in  the  feed  situation  or  by  unfavorable 
returns.

Cattle  on  Feed  April  1,  1939 

The  number  of  cattle  on  feed  for  market  in  the  11  Corn  Belt 
States  on  April  1, 1939,  was  about  13  percent  larger  than  a  year 
earlier,  it  is  estimated  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
This  increase  was  equivalent  to  about  160,000  head.  Though 
the  increase  of  13  percent  this  year  follows  an  estimated  increase 
of  20  percent  on  April  1,  1938,  over  April  1,  1937,  the  number  on 
feed  in  early  April  this  year  is  not  yet  back  to  the  number  on 
the  corresponding  date  in  most  of  the  15  years  prior  to  1934. 

The  number  on  feed  on  April  1  this  year  was  larger  than  last 
in  aU  of  the  States,  with  the  largest  increases  in  the  western 
Corn  Belt.  The  moderate  increases  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt 
States  bring  the  number  on  feed  in  these  States  on  April  1  to 
the  highest  level  for  the  past  10  years.  The  number  in  the 
western  Corn  Belt,  however,  is  still  considerably  below  the 
average  for  the  predrought  years,  1929  to  1933. 

Information  as  to  the  number  of  cattle  still  on  feed  in  Colorado 
on  April  1,  indicates  that  the  number  this  year  was  about  5 
percent  below  a  year  earlier.  The  number  in  the  Scottsbluff 
section  of  Nebraska  was  about  10  percent  smaller  on  April  1 
than  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  on  feed  January  1,  1939,  was  estimated  as  7 
percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  compared  with  the  increase  of 
13  percent  on  April  1.  Marketings  of  fed  cattle  during  the  3 
months  from  January  through  March  this  year  were  smaller 
than  during  the  corresponding  months  in  1938,  although  the 
number  on  feed  January    1   was  larger.     This  bears  out  the 


indication  from  the  January  report  that  an  unusually  large 
percentage  of  the  cattle  on  feed  January  1  would  not  be  marketed 
until  after  April  1.  Reports  received  from  feeders  in  April 
show  that  for  the  Corn  Belt  as  a  whole  65  percent  of  the  cattle 
on  feed  April  1  had  been  on  feed  over  3  months.  This  percent- 
age as  reported  was  much  larger  in  the  eastern  Corn  Belt  than 
in  the  western,  averaging  about  80  percent  in  the  former  and 
about  55  percent  in  the  latter. 

Reports  from  a  large  number  of  Corn  Belt  feeders  giving  the 
months  in  which  they  expected  to  market  cattle  on  feed  April  1 
show  that  the  proportion  to  be  marketed  during  the  3  months 
April  through  June,  was  a  little  larger  than  the  very  small  pro- 
portion reported  last  year,  but  was  much  below  the  proportion 
reported  in  any  of  the  preceding  10  years.  The  proportion  to 
be  marketed  after  August  1  was  the  largest,  with  the  exception 
of  last  year,  in  the  10  years.  These  marketing  intentions  reports 
would  indicate  that  the  supply  of  fed  cattle  would  be  larger  than 
last  year  in  most  months  from  April  through  early  fall,  with  the 
largest  increases  in  July  and  August.

The  mid-March  index  of  prices  of  agricultural  commodities 
averaged  1  point  lower  than  a  month  earlier  at  local  farm 
markets.  Seasonal  declines  in  dairy  and  poultry  product  prices 
more  than  offset  advances  in  fruit  and  truck  crops.  Price 
changes  in  other  groups  were  small.  At  91  percent  of  pre-war 
the  index  was  the  lowest  since  July  1934. 

Grain  prices  were  unchanged  during  the  month,  with  fraction- 
ally higher  prices  of  corn,  oats,  and  barley  offsetting  lower  prices 
received  for  wheat,  rye,  and  rice.  Cotton  and  cottonseed  were 
slightly  higher  and  the  group  index  for  these  two  commodities 
in  mid-March  was  1  point  above  the  February  level.  Dairy 
and  poultry  products,  which  usually  decline  in  March,  were 
7  and  3  points  lower,  respectively.  Fruit  prices  averaged  3 
points  higher  for  the  month.  Meat  animal  prices  were  un- 
changed.

Hog  and  Corn  Ratios,  1918-39 

The  Curve  Shows  the  Number  of  Bushels  of  Corn  Equal  in  Value  to  100  Pounds  of  Live 
Hogs  at  Average  Prices  Received  by  Farmers 
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The  mid-March  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  was  estimated 
at  120  percent  of  pre-war,  or  the  same  as  a  month  earlier  and  as 
in  December  of  last  37ear,  but  5  points  lower  than  in  March  1938. 
Feed  prices  averaged  89  percent  of  pre-war  on  March  15  this  year. 
This  was  3  points  higher  than  on  December  15,  with  prices  of  all 
items  up,  except  corn  gluten.  Farmers  paid  an  average  of  $1.25 
per  100  pounds  for  bran  in  mid-March  as  compared  with  $1.13 
on  December  15  and  $1.38  a  year  ago.  The  iucrease  in  the 
price  of  feed  since  last  December  was  offset,  however,  by  declines 
in  prices  of  seed,  food,  and  some  of  the  other  groups.  Prices  of 
all  feeds  averaged  10  points  lower  than  on  March  15,  1938- 
141480—39 2 


Farm  Real  Estate  Value 

A  slight  decrease  in  the  average  value  per  acre  of  farm  real 
estate  in  the  United  States  is  reported  for  the  year  ended  March 
1,  1939.  This  marks  the  first  downward  movement  in  values 
in  6  years.  On  March  1  of  this  year  the  preliminary  index  of 
average  values  per  acre  of  farm  real  estate,  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  stood  at  84  percent  of  the 
1912-14  period.  The  average  reported  is  1  percent  under  1937 
and  1938,  although  still  15  percent  above  the  1933  low  point. 

The  weakening  of  farm  real  estate  values  may  be  attributed  in 
a  large  measure  to  the  lower  prices  for  farm  products  and  to  the 
lower  income  levels  that  prevailed  in  1938.  The  continued  rise 
in  farm  tax  levels  and  the  extensive  farm  real  estate  holdings  of 
lending  agencies  also  influenced  values  adversely. 

Although  the  average  for  the  country  as  a  whole  decreased, 
an  increase  was  reported  in  the  East  South  Central  geographic 
division  as  well  as  in  several  scattered  States.  Average  values 
declined  in  six  geographic  divisions  and  no  change  from  1938 
was  reported  in  two.

Mohair  including  kid  hair  sold  from  the  1938  clip  in  the  seven 
leading  mohair  producing  States  brought  farmers  an  average 
of  34.8  cents  per  pound.  Production  in  1938  was  the  largest 
since  1932.  The  1937  clip  returned  farmers  an  average  of  54.1 
cents  per  pound.

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  cotton  lint  rose  seasonally  from 
8.23  cents  per  pound  in  mid-February  to  8.31  cents  on  March  15. 
Cloth  buying  is  reported  to  have  increased  in  recent  weeks. 
The  mid- March  local  market  price  averaged  one-tenth  of  a  cent 
less,  however,  than  in  March  of  last  year. 
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
